ter they left, two Kkskimo.s boys or 
young men, 
two .sledges «nd 
some 
txventy dogs. 
The boys were I-took- 
a-shoo and Ah-pe-lah. 
1 had known 
them 
from 
their 
childhood. 
Ono 
was al>out eighteen 
and 
the 
other 
about nineteen years of age. 


On my return from Cape~ Sheridan 
and 
at 
the very 
first settlement 
I 
touched 
(Nerke, near Cape Chaloij) 
in Augu.^t. 1909. and nine days be- 
fore reaching Etah, the Eskimos told 
me, in a general way, where Dr Cook 
had been; that he had wintered 
in 
Jones Sound and that he had told the 
white men at Btah that li« had been 
a long' way north, but that the boys 
who 
were 
W'i(h him. 
I-took-a-shoo 
and Ah-pe-lah. said this w^s not so.^ 
The Eskimos laughed at » r . €ook'.s 
story. 
On -feaching Btah. I talked 
with the Eskimos there and with t h e 
)>oy¿ and:ask©d.'them to deEiril)e 
Dr Co^^k'.'^ journey to the 
m e m b e r s 
of my party and myfielf. 
This they 
did in the manner stated 
below.

Dr. Cook,

ihe uliierti, 
then 
proceeded np Flagler Bay. a Ijranch 
of lUichunan Bay, and crossed Elles- 
mere Land through the vallev pa.ss 
at the head of Flagler P.ay, Indicated 
i>y Commander Pearv in IS 98,-and 
utilized hy Sverdrup in 1899. to the 
head of Sverdrup's "Jjav Fiord" on 
the west side of EliesnWre Land.

when t'lo Roosevelt first arrived in
